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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figures 2 and 3 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Requirements of Information 

2. In order to reach a full and proper consideration, it is necessary to obtain 
additional information from applicant. In particular a copy of Chapter 5 "File System" of 
"Minix Operating System" as cited in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
assigned Prior Art figure 2 in view of Cornaby (US Pat. No. 5,355,486). 

5. Consider claims 1 and 2. Prior Art figure 2 discloses a recording and 
reproduction apparatus comprising a hard disk holding data, a file system for controlling 
recording data into the hard disk and plural processors making accesses of sequential 
or random read access, write access, and read/write access to the data in the hard disk. 

In the same field of endeavor, Cornaby teaches a file system, which includes 
plural internal buffers temporarily holding the data, transferred between the plural 
processors and the hard disk, which internal buffers correspond to the respective kinds 
of accesses executed between plural processors and the hard disk (col. 3, line 40 - col. 
4, line 40;fig. 1). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, at the 
time the invention was made to use, within the recording and reproduction apparatus of 
prior art figure 2, a file system with plural internal buffers as taught by Cornaby, in order 
to provide continuity of recorded or reproduced video data. 

6. Consider claim 3. Prior Art figures 2 further discloses a recording unit for 
generating digital video be recorded, and performing sequential write access the hard 
disk; reproduction unit for performing sequential read access hard disk, and restoring 
the digital video from the recorded data, and a processor for controlling the entire 
recording and reproduction apparatus, and performing random read/write access to the 
hard disk.

7. Consider claims 4-6. Prior art figure 2 and Cornaby disclose all the claimed 
limitations as stated above. Cornaby further teaches a selector for selecting an internal 
buffer to be used for every kind of access in advance of use of the hard disk (col. 4, 
lines 13-21; col. 6, lines 41-43; fig. 4).
